Previous Graduate Months 
have been so successfuj in 
finding jobs for June grads 
that the campaign has been 
firmly established in Pasa¬ 
dena as an annual event, ac¬ 
cording to E. A. Wright, 
manager of the California 
State Employment Services’s 
office at 1207 E. Green St. in 
Pasadena. 

From now through June, 
“Jobs for Graduates’’ will be 
the slogan of the Pasadena 
office Wright said. His office 
will join with other Califor¬ 
nia State Employment Serv¬ 
ice offices at 22 locations in 
the Los Angeles Metropoli¬ 
tan area in an all-out job 
finding campaign directed 
by Arthur Morgan, man¬ 
power administrator of the 
area. Morgan conceived the 
G-Month program in 1963, 
Wright said, and it has 
grown in scope each suc¬ 
ceeding year. 

The number of graduates 
who find their first perma¬ 
nent, full-time job, through 
a G-Month Interview, varies 
with the condition of the 
labor market, Wright ex¬ 
plained. In June through 
September 1966, however, 527 
youths were placed on 
career-type jobs by the Pasa- 
derea office. 

All participating offices 
and Youth Opportunity Cen¬ 
ters of the California State 
Employment Service will be 
open on two Saturdays — 
June 3 and 10 — during G- 
Month. On' these days em¬ 
ployers will be provided with 
facilities for interviewing 
graduates, Wright said. Any 
employer seeking entry-level 
workers is Invited to tele¬ 
phone 449-1213 and a desk 
will be reserved for him an 
one or both Saturdays. 

No fee Is charged for any 
service of the California 
State Employment Service, 
Wright emphasized, and he 
urged all local employers to 
take advantage of this op¬ 
portunity to recruit top-qual¬ 
ity workers.

Free Mosquito 
Fish For Pools 

Gambusia affln-is, a min¬ 
now-sized fish with a whale¬ 
sized appetite for the larvae 
of mosquitos, is again ready 
to take up the battle against 
a familiar summer - time 
pest. 

Beginning May 15 and 
continuing through October 
15, the Los Angeles State 
and County Arboretum in 
Arcadia will make these 
working fish available to 
anyone having an outdoor 
ornamental -pool or similar 
potential breeding place of 
mosquitoes. The fish may be 
obtained at the Arboretum 
information- window during 
regular hours weekdays and 
up to noon on Saturdays. 
Those wanting some of these 
mosquito eaters must bring 
their own container which 
should be at least a quart in 
size In- order to provide 
enough oxygen for the fish 
until they are transferred to 
home pools. 

The distribution is made 
in cooperation with the Los 
Angeles County Health De¬ 
partment’s annual mosquito 
control program. 

The Department offers 
these observations concern¬ 
ing mosquito fish: They are 
,not compatible with gold¬ 
fish, (they eat each other), 
and So should not be placed 
in well - stocked goldfish 
ponds; they are not decora¬ 
tive and do not do well In 
Indoor aquariums; a pond 
should have some vegetation 
or algae in order to provide 
shelter for the fish to have 
their young which they give 
birth to as do guppies; if a 
pond is already heavily in¬ 
fested with mosquito larvae, 
it should be drained and re¬ 
filled with fresh water. 

If the foregoing is ob¬ 
served, gambusia affinis will 
fulfill his role in a specific 
public health program.

The Protest Fizzled 

In the wake of the recent “mammoth” peace marches 
In New York and San Francisco, Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk expressed the concern that Hanoi might misinterpret 
them as a meaningful expression of U.S. public opinion 
about Vietnam. If Hanoi read the reports carefully It 
would have had to do a lot of imaginative stretching to 
reach such a conclusion. 

According to police. New York’s march attracted 
125,(XX) participants, hardly impressive for the nation’s 
largest city. In San Francisco there were an estimated 
50,(XX) in Kezar stadium — a pretty fair fooball crowd 
— but as the Daily Cal pointed out, it was a futile affair, 
with most of the crowd leaving long before the many 
speakers had any chance to stir them into anti-war fervor.
